AND WILL BE SPLENDID ADDI-
TION TO OTHER MODERN STRUC-
TURES IN ASTORIA,

Work on the Clatsop county courts
houss is progressing most satisfactorily,
ind Judge Trenchard, who is looking af-
fer the generol constroction on behell
of the county, is greatly plessad at the
progress made and the preseat condi-
ton of the building, which Is practioslly
finished outside.

The various compartments and county
oflicos us wall as o lare gireuit courtroom
have been partitioned off Jduring the
pust few weeks and the plastering and
finishing of the walls will be commenced
within u few days.

A gang of workmen are busy cutting
out stone for the entrances to the three
steps, the fronts of which are awaiting
the arrival of marble to enable them to
be finished. The entrances, when com-
pleted, will be very handeome and a
eredit to the general outling of the big
bullding,

The huge vanlts have been completed
with the exeeption of the steel doors,
which will be put inlo position shortly,
They are immense strictiovs and wonld
stand if the building were burned which
s impossible, to the ground, or even if
the building Tell upon them. They are n
foot and a half thick of reinforced eon-
creto and will provide ample room for
The the storage of county records, files
anl paperd,

The completion of the roof is engaging
the attention of the contractors at pres-
ent, preparations for the construction of
the dome, especially, being rather elab-
orate, When the latter is finished and
coverw] it will bo seen for many miles
In uny dirotion on the harbor. The
building would be a eredit to the eapital
In a number of States in the Unlon,

The ¢olor of the plﬁ!ﬂ] brick and
the architeoture of the whole affair could
not be better, and Judge Trenchand is
lighly pleased with the structure so far.
He is watching every move of the con-
tractors in order that the arrangement
of the different foors will give the oper-
ations of court and county Lusiness the
best satisfaction.

The busement woodwork will be com-
menesd upon shortly by Foreman Heb-
lack and his large gang of men. Super-
intendent C. P Palmberg, who has the
handling of the job for the Seattle firm
carrying out the contract, is pushing
matters as rapidly as possible in order
to complete the building by December
I, the time contracted for,

He is eonfident that the courthouse
will be finished within the time limit,
and Judge Trenchanl believes that it
will be ready for oceupation by the first
of the yenr, He stated yesterday that
he was confident the February term of
court would be held in the new strue-
Luire,

Considering the fact that most of the
work has been done in the past three
months, it is erdain that the building
will be finished within the requited time
The contractors have shown that they
know their business and the county is
fortunate in having the courthouse con
struction in their hands,

A mass meoting of those interested in
the eonstruction of u good rosd between
Astorip and Portland will be held st
SE Helens on August 15, A lirge pum-
ber of enthusiasts {rom this city will
Bo up on the morning train and return
i the evening, The meeting will be
beld during the day in order that visi-
tors 1o SL Helens may return in the
evaning,

Beerelary Whyte, of the Chamber of
Commerce, has received a letter from
Judge R, 8, Hatton ,of St. Helens, stat-
ing that he and the two commissigners
were perfectly agreeable to holding the
meeting, and thet Portland people would
be notified in onler that there might
be & large atlendance. Columbia county
people are becoming greatly interested
In the movement and there promises to
be the greatest enthusiasm for the fm-
mediate completion of a new road,

The plan of action for the raising of
funds and the carrying out of the work
will be completed at the meeting. A
lnrge number of automobile men from
